The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
continues to assert and argue that the instant specification enables use of the claimed 
invention for suppression of the graft versus host response. This asserted use is not 
disclosed in the instant specification. However, based on the MLR assay, the data 
provided in the Declaration filed 03 March 2008, and the teaching in the art that the 
MLR assay is an art accepted assay for identifying immune suppressive molecules, one 
of ordinary skill in the art would recognize a well-established use for the claimed 
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Art Unit: 1647 

invention for at least in vitro immune suppression. Since the claims are not directed to 
in vivo methods of use, this issue need not be further addressed.
